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ABSTRACT 

This report details information on the number of 
degrees conferred by the nation's postsecondary education 
institutions- The data are from the Integrated Postsecondary 
Education Data System (IPEDS) 1988-89 Completions Survey. Among the 
findings are the following: (i) the rate of growth in degrees 
conferred to females between 1986-87 and 1988-89 exceeded that for 
males at all levels of awards; (2) women accounted for a higher 
proportion of associate degrees (57.5% of 429,946) than their share 
of any other award level; (3) education and business management, with 
8?, 238 and 73,154 awards respectively, accounted for about 50% of the 
total master's degrees awarded in 1988-89; (4) the number of doctoral 
degrees awarded in 1988-89 increased 2.4% annually from 1986-87 to 
35,692, with over half the increase attributed to nonresident aliens; 
(5) in 1988-89, the number of bachelor's degrees awarded (1,015,000) 
by higher education institutions exceeded the 1 million mark for the 
first time in the nation's history and represented a 2.4% increase 
over 1986-87; and (6) the most prevalent fields of study among 
bachelor's degree recipients in 1988-89 were business and management 
(246,659), social sciences (107,714), education (96,988), engineering 
(85,273), and health professions (59,111). No other field of study 
exceeded 50,000 bachelor's degrees in 1988-89. (GLH) 
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fflGHUGHTS 



The National Center for Education Statistics has released information on the number of 
degrees conferred by the nation's postsecondary education institutions. The data are from the 
Integrated Postsecondary Education Data System (IPEDS) 1988-89 Completions Survey, The 
survey collects information on degrees conferred by level of award (associate, bachelor's, 
master's, doctorate, first-professional), race/ethnicity and gender of recipients, and mfiyor field 
of study. This ED-TAB presents information on institutions of higher education, which are 
accredited by an agency recognized by the Secretary of Education. 

Highlights from the survey for institutions of higher education include the following: 

• The rate of growth in degrees conferred to females between 1986-87 and 1988-89 
exceeded that for males at all levels of awards (table 1). 

• Women accounted for a higher proportion of associate degreos (57.5 percent of 429,946) 
than their share of any other award level. 

• In 1988-89, the number of bnrhelor*s degrees awarded by higher education institutions 
exceeded the 1 million mark fur the first time in the nation's history. The 1.015 million 
degrees awarded represents a 2A percent increase over 1986-87. 

• Bachelor's degrees awarded to black non-Hispanics increased 2.6 percent between 1986- 
87 and 1988-89 from 56,555 to 58,016. This increase was solely due to increases in the 
number of bachelor's degrees awarded to black females* The number of degrees 
awarded to black males declined slightly from 22,499 in 1986-87 to 22,365 in 1988-89 
(table 3), 

• The most prevalent fields of study among bachelor*s degree recipients in 1988-89 were 
business and management (246,659), social sciences (107,714), education (96,988), 
engineering (85,273), and health professions (59,111). No other field of study exceeded 
50,000 awards in 1988-89 (table 8). 

• In 1988-89, the number of master's degrees increased nearly 20,000 over 1986-87 and 
surpassed the 300,000 mark for the first time since 1978-79, All racial/ethnic groups 
contributed to the increase (table 1). 

• Education and business and management, with 82,238 and 73J54 awards respectively, 
accounted for about 50 porrcfil of the total mns(cr*s dogroos awarded in 1988-89 (table 
8). 

• The number of doctoral degrees awarded in 1988-89 increased 2.4 percent annually from 
1986-87 to 35,692 (table 8). Over half of the increase is attributable to the growth in 
awards to nonresident aliens (table 5), 

• The number of first-professional degrees declined slightly from 71,617 in 1986-87 to 
70,758 in 1988-89. Docronses in dentistry (down 492), veterinary mediciiie (down 73), 
general law (down 489), and general theological professions (down 513) were not totally 
offset by increases in the other first-professional categ^ ies. 
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SURVEY METHODOLOGY 



Scope 

The 1988-89 Completions Survey was mailed to 6,837 postsecondary education institutions. 
The CI survey form was mailed to 2.663 schools offering at least a bachelor's degree and the 
C2 survey form was sent to 2,845 schools offering a degree or certificate of at least 2 years but 
less than 4 years, The C3 survey form was mailed to 1,329 schools offering awards of less than 
2 years, which included 301 public institutions, and a sample of 1,028 private nonprofit and 
private for profit institutions. 

The forms were mailed to all postsecondary institutions in July 1989. The survey results were 
collected from October 1989 through March 1990. During this time period 311 institutions 
were deleted fro:n the universe (CI = 68, C2 = 105, C3 - 138). The deletions (out-of-scope) 
resulted from formal notification by IPEDS state coordinators, the U.S. Department of 
Education eligibility notices, and from followup telephone calls. Included in the deletions were 
schools that had closed, did not offer postsecondary programs, or that were identified as 
duplicates on the file. After deletions, 6,526 institutions remained in-scope. These included 
both accredited and non-accredited schools. 

Data in this report, a subset of the above counts, are for institutions of higher education — 
those institutions accredited by an agency recognized by the U.S. Secretary of Education. 
These institutions (formerly known as HEGIS institutions) were surveyed on a census basis 
and the overall response rate was 88.1 percent. 

FoUowup 

Followup for nonresponse began in November 1989 and was conducted by letter and telephone. 
The Computer Assisted Telephone Interview (CATI) system was used to solicit data from the 
nonrespondents in the sample of private, less- than- 2-year schools that received the C3 survey. 
Schools responding through CATI were asked to provide only the total number of completions, 
by award level and sex. Race data were not requested. 

Edittng 

During editing, all forms were checked for CIP code validity and addition errors. Total lines 
were generated and compared to the reported totals for each 2-digit program category. If these 
totals were within pre-established ranges, the generated total replaced the reported total, ^f 
the difference appeared larger than a simple arithmetic error, the institution was contacted to 
resolve the discrepancy. 

The data for each institution were also checked for consistency with its prior year's response, 
when available. The institution was contacted for verification when data appeared 
inconsistent. 

The overali response rate was calculated as the ratio of the number of completed survey forms 
divided by the number of in-scope schools; i.e., the number nailed minus the number 
determined to be out-of-scope. Any institution was considered a respondent if it supplied total 
awards by sex.

Imputations 



Two stages of imputations had to be performed for the higher education data contained in this 
report. In the first stage, 1986-87 survey responses were used when available for total 
nonreapondents to the 1988-89 survey (11.9 percent of the institutions). This was done 
because 1986-87 data was the most recent racial/ethnic information available. In those 
instances where 1986-87 completions data were unavailable, ratio estimates based on fall 
enrollments by level and control were used. Thus, data for approximately 10 percent of the 
institutions may be up to 2 years old. After this part of the imputations was completed, only 
three institutions were left without any information. All three were private institutions; two 
of the three were private 2-year institutions; and the third was a 4-year private proprietary 
institution. 

The second stage imputation dealt with item nonresponse. In particular, some institutions 
were not able to completely report the race/ethnicity of award recipients. In these cases, the 
unknown racial/ethnic counts were proportionately distributed among the known U.S. totals 
of racial/ethnic categories by 2-digit program areas. The number of awards distributed in this 
manner were 27,696 associate degrees; 21,224 bachelor's degrees; 14,871 master's degrees; 
1,138 doctoral degrees; and 1,833 first-professional degrees. These represented 6.4, 2.1, 4.8, 
3.2, and 2.6 percent respectively of total awards for Associate, Bachelor's, Master's, Doctoral 
and First-professional awards. 

There were some institutions which could not report the field of study and race/ethnicity of 
some award recipients. These data (5,264; 2,428; 890; and 67 degrees respectively for 
associate's, bachelor's, master's, and doctoral awards) were removed from the analysis. Thus, 
the nuinbers in this ED-TAB are slight undercounts of actual awards at these degree levels.
